Son of a 

PREACHER MAN 


Alabama 3’s Larry Love talks to TRACEY DAVIES about his evangelical 
upbringing, jamming with Stephen King and his time in Brixton Prison 


ven without his trademark hat 
there’s no mistaking the inimitable 
presence of Larry Love, lead singer 
of Alabama 3, the band who rode through 
the Britpop era wearing only Stetsons and 
southern irony. 

Alabama 3 is a Brixton-based band with 
its roots imported directly from Americas 
Deep South. They’ve been singing their 
gritty blend of sweet country acid house for 
nearly two decades and are known as much 
for their evangelical personas as their 
inherently cool tunes 
such as f \ , . 


“Hello... I’m Johnny Cash” and “Monday 
Don’t Mean Anything”. The number of 
band members yo-yos more than Oprah’s 
dress size but is primarily lead singer Larry 
Love, fellow vocalist The Reverend D 
Wayne Love, The Mountain of Love on 
harmonica, Sir “Eddie” Real playing 
percussion, RockFreebase on guitar, 

LB Dope playing the drums and finally, 
The Spirit of Love on keyboards. 

The hit that blasted the band into the 
universal spotlight is the grimly catchy 
“Woke Up This Morning” from the hit US 
TV series The Sopranos. “[Creator] David 


Chase was driving down the New Jersey 
freeway and considering using a different 
track for every episode until he heard ‘Woke 
Up This Morning’,” says Larry. “First he 
thought we were from Alabama and then he 
finds out we’re a band fronted by a Welsh lad 
living in f***ing Brixton!” he laughs. 

“I’m very proud to live in south London; 
it’s a good multicultural kind of mix here 
which very much forms our music,” says 
Larry. “Although I don’t know how I 
managed to go from living on the Brixton 
frontline to speaking with an American 
accent wearing Stetsons!” 
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The band are the complete antithesis to 
their Britpop peers. “Coming out of that 
era, I just didn’t like Union Jacks and all 
that shaking hands with the Prime 
Minister, I think that’s wrong,” he says. 

“I’m from South Wales and the son of 
preacher man. My father’s a Mormon 
preacher, my brother’s a Mormon preacher, 
my sisters married Mormon preachers, so 
I was brought up on American gospel 
music. It was all this evangelical type of vibe 
and when I was 14 or 151 discovered that 
there was a very fine line between gospel 
music and blues.” 

After college Larry moved to Brixton and 
with fellow raver Jake Black, also known as 
The Reverend D Wayne, founded one of 
the era’s most unforgettable bands, 
releasing their debut studio album Exile on 
ColdharbourLanem 1997. “My parents 
are proud now, although we had some 
philosophical religious problems at certain 
ages,” admits Larry with a wry grin. “I won 
a BAFTA a month ago for [the soundtrack 
of] this film called The Priest and I sent my 
mum and dad down to collect the award, so 
they’ve got to be proud of me!” 

The band recently played a charity gig at 
Brixton Prison. “I’ve played a few prison 
gigs. This was for Rock against Racism 
along with the Jail Guitar Doors 
programme, a charity which donates 
musical instruments to the inmates and 
puts guitars in their cells,” says Larry. “It 
was remarkably different to when we 
played there seven years ago. The last time 
there were screws down in the chapel, 


around the side, I couldn’t swear, couldn’t 
shout, I had to take out all the sex, drugs and 
rock and roll aspect of it,” he laughs. “This 
time, I’d read an interview with the 
governor and he said his favourite band was 
Alabama 3. So I called him up and said, 
‘Paul, you’re familiar with what we do, 
right? What can we do, we’re Alabama 3, 
can we swear?’ He said, ‘Do what the f*** 
you want!’ Three or four songs in and it 
really kicked off, it went mental!” laughs 
Larry. “I’m not saying I was pulling a Bono, 
but we’re putting something back into the 
community - it was an honour to be asked.” 

Their famous followers include authors 
Irvine Welsh and Stephen King, who had 
the band play at his London book launch. 
“Steven King jammed with us. He was at 
Temple Bar doing a book launch and we 
were playing. I said across the hall [in a deep 
southern accent], ‘Stephen, would you like 
to sing the blues and raise the dead tonight?’ 
And he said, ‘Yeah, man.’ And he did!” 

Since parting company with their record 
label, Alabama 3 are enjoying their outlaw 
status and have launched a new project 
called “Alabama 3 s Twelve Steps to 
Nowhere”. Every month people can 
download 12 days of three free tracks from 
their website. At the end of the year and 
after 36 tracks, the fans decide which 12 will 
go on the album. 

During the summer the guys have a 
throng of festivals planned, including 
Scotland’s T in the Park and Glastonbury, 
where they also featured as an acoustic set¬ 
up called Alabama 3 Acoustic. They are also

back and forth to the States touring 
throughout August and September. 

Larry likes to spend his precious 
downtime in south London and particularly 
“anywhere who’ll give us a lock-in and lets 
us wear our shades after midnight”. Once 
a month they can be found in Jamm on 
Brixton Road hosting their regular club, 
Outlaw, where they introduce two or three 
new bands to the scene. At any Alabama 3 
gig you would never guess from the crowd 
who was coming on stage. “I’m proud that 
we have an extremely wide demographic,” 
says Larry, “from Hells Angels to 
grandmothers to acid house casualties.” And 
with this you can be sure that the boys from 
Alabama 3 will be preaching their faux- 
evangelical-country-acid for many 
generations to come.

Author Stella Duffy talks to ANGELA CLERKIN about inspirational 
people, delicious local food and washing dirty linen in public 

tella Duffy was born in the UK, 
grew up in New Zealand and now 
lives with her partner Shelly Silas near 
Loughborough Junction. She is the author 
of seven novels, writes regularly for Radio 4, 
is an improviser, actor and presenter, and 
has recently recorded a documentary about 
the 100th anniversary of Mills and Boon 
for BBC4. 

Set in a dry-cleaning shop in 
Loughborough Junction, her new book The 
Room of Lost Things was long-listed for the 
Orange Broadband Prize for Fiction 2008. 

Using extracts from her book as 
a starting point, here she discusses her 
local life. 

Under his railway arch in Loughborough 
Junction , south London, Robert Sutton is 
taking leave of a lifetime of hard work. His 
dry-cleaning shop lies at the heart of a lively 
community, afixed point in a changing world. 

And, as he explains to his successor, young east 
Londoner Akeel, it is also the resting placefor 
the contents of his customers pockets - andfor 
their secrets and lies. 

SD: More than five years ago my local dry 
cleaner, Faisal, said to me you should write 
about dry cleaners because we know 
peoples secrets. The idea stuck in my head 
and it started me thinking about the things 
people leave in their pockets, the things you

don’t even know you’ve lost. I was also 
interested in the personal nature of the 
transaction in a dry cleaners; in a normal 
shop you give money and you buy 
something new, but in a dry cleaners it is the 
physical manifestation of taking out your 
dirty linen in public. And they do ask you if 
there are any stains! 

Faisal told me lots of stories, and before 
my book was published he read a final draft. 
He loved it but asked me to change the 
name of a character who has an affair, 

“You can’t call him that, I have a client 
called that!” 

I was also keen to set the book in 
Loughborough Junction where Faisal’s shop 
was, and where I have lived for the past 11 
years, because of the fantastic mixture of 
people from a variety of countries, cultures 
and class, all of whom use the local shops. 
Faisal sold his dry cleaners in January and 
my book came out in March -1 really like 
that in away because it’s fiction but it’s 
also real. 

Robert has never joined thefriends ofRuskin 
Parky or read its history at the Carnegie Library 
opposite , theMinetfurther north, he does not 
receive the Herne Hill Society newsletter, 
itemising the hopefulfates of the bandstand 
and the bowling green and thepublic toilet 
block. But he did make love to Jean here once, 
in the bandstand, on a chill February night 
when the old timber was damp and the steps 
were something to trip up in the heat of passion. 
Later they rolled together on the wet grass of the 
bowling green, and this park was Eden. 

SD: “Write what you know” is really bad 
advice! Trying to get the description of the 


park right was really 
hard. I know the park 
very well and I really 
worried about it. After I 
had written the first 
couple of drafts they 
changed the park! The 
bowling green had been 
falling apart for years 
and they got rid of it. So 
I decided to relax and 
not to give myself such a 
hard time. 

The thing I love most 
about Ruskin Park at the moment are the 
rhododendrons, they are stunning. Reds 
and pinks and purples all together, more 
than 30 of them. I go out of my way just 
to look - glorious! 

Alices parents home, just offKennington Park, 
was no place to have a baby. Twice in a row 
theyd been hit, one bitter week, lucky not to 
have been caught in the worst of it when the 
shelter in the park took a direct hit. Alice knew 
one RAF bloke who swore blind it wasn’t an 
accident on the Luftwaffe’s part, they’d been fed 
the wrong information on purpose, thefat 
man on the other side of the river thought the 
rubble ofWalworth and St Olave and 
Kennington a fair trade-ojffor the houses of 
Parliament and Whitehall. That lot never had 
any respectfor south of the river. 

SD: I started writing this book soon after 
my mother had died. I couldn’t have written 
about her because it was too raw, too real, 
but in the end, lots of her stories got in 
anyway. She was born in Kennington and 
became a seamstress there when she was 14. 
Her dancing dresses, that she had made 
herself, were littered everywhere after one of 
the bombings in her street. In the book 
when Alice is moved out to the great house 
belonging to the McDougall flour people, 
that’s also my mum. She told me she was 
moved out to the McDougalls’ stately home 
to have my brother. The thing is my mum 
always exaggerated so I am never certain if I 


have got things exactly right! 

I am interested in finding the 
emotional content in ordinary 
people’s stories. It’s all very well 
watching documentaries but 
everyone’s stories change with 
memory, facts get filtered, and I 
wanted that feel for the book. 

My parents were both 18 in 
1939 when the Second World 
War started and so they were very 
much of that time. Some of the 
stories in my book are theirs and 
others I have just made up. It was 
my dad who told me how it came about that 
Kennington was bombed instead of 
Whitehall - it was a story he heard when he 
was serving in the New Zealand Air Force. 

The walk to the tube from his flat on the corner 
by Camberwell Green is a taste-bud 
awakening for Stefan, every time. First the 
deli, then its cousin bakery next door, never 
having confirmed if the owners are Greek or 
Turkish Cypriot, Stefan is careful not to 
question theparticular Mediterranean 
provenance of the sesame-studded bread he 
buys there, enjoys for its white-flour 
wickedness. Then the Chinese supermarket 
where bright-scaled fish glisten on the iced 
table, eyes wide at the shock of ending their 
lives next to Woolworths in Camberwell. 

SD: When I walk up Coldharbour Lane 
there are all these great places to eat - it is 
quite hard for me not to stop at each one! 
There is a great Portuguese deli, which is 
just up the road from the Nice and Spice 
Bakery, which always has a massive queue 
outside. And there’s a fantastic Chinese 
supermarket with a whole load of stuff that I 
don’t know what it is, but I make something 
delicious with, working it out as I go along. 
If I can only choose one thing it will have to 
be “rice and peas with plenty gravy” from 
the West Indian takeaway Blessed Be. I can’t 
eat it unless I am feeling skinnier than I have 
been for a month!

Ebs before wicket 

Having recovered from injury and armed with a new contract, Ebony Rainford- 
Brent is at the top of the world of women’s cricket, finds JACK MITCHELL 


I t’s probably fair to surmise that growing 
up with a name such as Ebony-Jewel 
Cora-Lee Camellia Rosamond 
Rainford-Brent instils a certain degree of 
patience into a person. Patience is certainly 
a helpful asset when playing cricket at the 
highest level, but when faced with three 
years on the sidelines of the sport through 
injury, it becomes an absolute necessity. 

At the age of just 24, the Surrey and 
England cricketer from Herne Hill, who 
(mercifully) is happy to be known simply 
as ‘Ebs’, has already braved more bad luck 
with injuries than most encounter in an 
entire career. “I was bowling when I was 19 
and I felt a terrible pain in my back. I was 
diagnosed with two prolapsed discs,” she 
explains. “The doctors told me I should 
give up sport altogether, which left me in 
a complete state. But the support of my 
family and friends made a huge difference. 

It took me three months to be able to walk 
properly and another year before I could 
run. Then I finally picked up a bat to have 
a hit and I thought‘Wow! I can do this 
again!’ After such a long journey it was 
amazing to reach that point and to get to 
where I am now is unbelievable really.” 

Ever since, Ebony has made up for lost 
time and the rewards have been impressive, 
both at county and international level. “I’m 
opening the batting for Surrey now, which 
is great. The challenge for me this season is 
to stay in and make some big scores to really 
finish the games off.” 

A string of imposing displays for Surrey 
caught the eyes of the England selectors 
and, in February, Ebony was delighted to 
be able to rejoin the national side, which she 
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had served consistendy at junior level before 
her injury. She beams as she looks back on 
her return to the team: “To go from 
thinking Id never play any sport again to 
representing my country out in India was 
incredible. After so long out, to pull on the 
England shirt again with Rainford-Brent on 
the back was just the best feeling. Now we’ve 
got the West Indies, South Africa and India 
coming over here, so I’m looking forward to 
a good summer with England. I’m just 
loving being back in the squad and training 
with all the girls again. I’m making a few 
runs at the moment, which always helps, so 
hopefully it’ll be a big year for me. ” 

Things have certainly got off to a good 
start, as before a ball was even bowled this 
summer, Ebony received a huge boost from 
the Cricket Foundation, who awarded her 
a prestigious coaching contract as part of the 
‘Chance to Shine’ scheme, which aims to 
halt the decline of competitive cricket 
within state schools. This is an achievement 
of some significance, not only as it affirms 
the belief that Ebony has a bright future 
with England, but also as it helps to bring 
some much needed respite from what has 
been a very hectic lifestyle. “It’s a great relief 
because sometimes it can just be too hard to 
fit work around playing and training, but 
now cricket is my job, which is fantastic.” 

The new contract means that Ebony can 
now devote half of her week to training and 
playing, whilst the rest of the time she 
spends coaching young cricketing hopefuls 
in clubs and schools and doing PR work 
aimed at raising the profile of women’s 
cricket. As she explains her newfound 
responsibilities, Ebony is all smiles and 
brimming with enthusiasm, making it easy 
to see why the Cricket Foundation chose to 
make her one of only eight professional, 
female cricketers in the country. “I love the 
coaching side of things. It feels great going 
into schools and running games and 
competitions and then watching as more 
and more girls get excited about cricket. 
Hopefully getting to see the England players 
on a regular basis will really inspire them.” 


Having spent her whole life in south 
London, the chance to play her part in 
developing women’s cricket within her own 
community is clearly important to Ebony. 
“One of my favourite things about the 
coaching is that I’m doing it in my local area, 
so I get to work with girls who are growing 
up in south London, just like I did.” 

Now back to full fitness and with her 
cricketing stock firmly on the rise, it seems 
certain that Ebony will start to attract the 


attention of rival counties. However, the 
chances of her being tempted away from her 
life with Surrey seem remote: “I love the 
Oval, it feels like a second home to me. And 
as I’m a Herne Hill girl, born and bred, it’s 
great because everything’s within a couple 
of minutes drive. There’s just so much in 
the area for me, because most of my family 
are still based around here as well. I was 
thinking just recently how much I love it. 

I want to stay here for the rest of my life. ”

This is recycling to extremes - ANDREA HENSHER meets the inspired 
Sydenham couple who have forsaken the high street for the skip 

T here’s a 1964 caravan moored 
outside, so this is definitely the 
place. At the turn of the stairs I am 
greeted by repeated reflections of myself 
from a wall of mirrors of various shapes and 
sizes. Framed pages from old music 
manuscripts mount the stairs with me. 

A vacuum cleaner of uncertain vintage, 
but definitely an intruder in the internet 
age, nestles beside another set of narrow, 
stairs up to attic bedrooms. 

I ask Kate Shipp, half of the artist couple 
who live and work from this unusual 
Sydenham home, to describe their style. 

“Everything is something found that we’ve 
used. I would describe our style as Quite 
Eccentric,” she says to me across the door 
which serves as their dining table. She pours 
tea made on a gas stove which probably 
dates back to the 1940s. “The gas fitter 
refused to fit it because it didn’t comply with 
modern safety standards.” Its neat, rounded 
edges are a world away from the sleek 
polished lines of today’s appliances. 

The room I am sitting in contains a plan 
chest found on the street and the walls are 
papered with the uncut sheets from a book 
of classical French poetry. “The house 
hadn’t been decorated since the 1970s,” 

Kate says. “That was all right for us - it 
made it cheaper. In the bedroom we simply 
stripped down the layers till we found this.” 

A bold floral print sprawls across the walls of 
their attic bedroom, beneath and around a 
pair of metal torsos. As working artists they 
carry the theme of recycling into their work. 

Over the fireplace a car bonnet is a huge, 
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burnished frame for a portrait; Mark makes 
greetings cards with hand-pressed flowers, 
leaves and feathers and Kate’s film work uses 
local sources and props. Their art nestles 
comfortably amongst found objects in this 
ageless space, less museum than living 
gallery, the collection of objects from other 
people’s lives, used and now re-used with 
quirky defiance in this throw-away age. 

I was quite taken with the Mona Lisa 
tea-towel (or was it a small table cloth?) 
draped over the banister. 

“There are a few things we would buy 
new, like kids’ shoes and food. If there’s say 
a particular book one of the children wants 
then we’ll get that, but I would say 95% 
of the stuff we buy is pre-used. It’s cheap to 
live this way, though that’s not the primary 
reason. It’s probably a bit of a hangover from 
student days. This way you get to have stuff 
that isn’t like anyone else’s. It’s a bit anti¬ 
fashion, I suppose. And there are 
environmental reasons for living this way. 
There’s less manufacturing involved, no 
new processing has happened to produce 
anything here. 

“It’s very beneficial for the children - 
they use their imagination all the time.

WITH THE GENTRIFICATION of Herne 
Hill, Brixton and Camberwell, a little gem has 
been forgotten about over the years. 

Loughborough Junction has been quietly 
and steadily going along at Its own pace. 
Spilling down from Herne Hill are beautiful 
streets, well stocked with traditional Victorian 
terrace houses. Of course by the nature of 
things, and the way we live today, many of 
these properties have been turned into flats. 
However, a surprising number still remain 
family homes as they were built over 100 
years ago. 

Historically, Loughborough Junction 
was a Victorian suburb which sprung up 
following the introduction of the railway with 
its links into central London. Since then, 
however, the area fell under the shadow 
of the large estates that were built to the 
northern side of the railway line and westerly 
towards Brixton to accommodate the 
shortage of social housing both after the 
Second World War and in the 60s and 
70s baby boom. 

Some of the Victorian streets lost their 
traditional feel, where everybody knew each 
other in a long established community. 
However over recent years, we have seen 
a new breed of buyers and renters 
discovering these previously hidden 


treasures. Many of these properties have 
fallen into disrepair but still offer great space, 
charm and original features. A telltale sign of 
this is that when one drives around these 
clusters of streets, one will nearly always find 
either skips on the road or a property being 
restored, not only back to its former glory but 
very often with a contemporary twist as the 
astute buyer creates their new pad. 

Obviously any area attracts a mix of 
buyers, but what we notice in Loughborough 
Junction is that the new generation of buyers 
and renters tends to be the more creative, 
artistic types, who are guiding the area to 
a bohemian style, whilst still respecting the 
dynamics of the local area. Although we have 
seen a slow-down In the sales market this 
year, we find that the gentrification Is still 


growing from a lettings point of view, and the 
dynamics and quality of young professional 
people wanting to rent in this location are still 
very much on the up. 

You can still find a good investment in 
Loughborough Junction, eitherto live in orto 
let. Expect to pay around £250,000 for a 
two-bedroom flat and around £375,000 for 
a three-bedroom house.
